


AT OUR LAST MEETING 


We reviewed the operating rules, which had been passed at 
the July meeting, and a motion was made and passed to delete 
the requirement for dues so as not to discourage limited income 
people from joining the Network. The statement of purpose and 
operating rules are now complete, and copies may be available 
at the Sepetmber meeting.

MARCH ON WASHINGTON 


On October 14th, there will be a national “March for Les- 
bian and Gay Rights” in Washington DC. The march is being 
sponsored by a coalition of groups and individuals from across 
the country. Amongst the demands being made by the march 
organizers are: repeal of anit-Lesbian/Gay laws; passage of a 
Lesbian/Gay rights bill in Congress; a Presidential executive 
order (similar to the one issued in Pennsylvania several years ago 
by former Governor, Milton Shapp); an end to discrimination 
in Lesbian/Gay parents’ child custody cases; protection of Les- 
bian/Gay youth from discriminatory laws.
